Any cattle in this sale that are fitted for exhibition purposes by their new 
owners are excluded from the following guarantee. 


2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders. If bull when sold is 14 months of age or over 
and fails to breed, he must be reported within 6 months. If under 14 months of age 
when sold and fails to be a breeder, he must be reported at the time he attains the age of 
20 months. A bull shall not be allowed to serve when under 14 months of age or be 
allowed to run with the herd when under 20 months of age. 


3. Cows sold with calves lby side are considered proven breeders, All other cows 
and heifers sold as a single lot are guaranteed breeders, except calves sold by side of 
dam as one lot and heifers under sixteen months of age at time of sale. Heifers shall 
not be served for first calf by heavy or old bull. Cows and heifers over three months 
gone in calf, according to service date furnished at time of sale, but not proving in calf, 
must be reported to seller within three months from date of sale; all others served within 
three months of date of sale not proving in calf or not settled must be reported within 
six months. Heifers not settled when twenty-two months of age shall be promptly 
reported. Heifers over sixteen months of age sold open, not settling within six months 
of date of sale, shall be promptly reported. 


4. Any animal not proving up to foregoing guarantee shall be replaced with another 
of equal value at the time of purchase to the satisfaction of the purchaser, or the pur- 
chase price will be refunded at the seller’s option, but the seller may, if he desires, have 
the animal returned for retrial after a period not to exceed six months.

In 1949 Dalgety & Company, Palmerston North, New 
Zealand purchased two polled bulls from us by corres- 
pondence on account of the Scotch part of their pedigrees. 
Birmingham Calrossie Randolph was purchased for Mr. 
Dave Kilgour at $4,000.00 and the other Birmingham 
Knight, out of Millhills Secret 10th and by Fascinator 
Standard, the same sire as the white bull, Birmingham 
Calrossie Randolph, went to Mr. Holden, who was the 
President of the Shorthorn Association of New Zealand 
and did not have a polled animal on his place. He did have 
a lot of ‘Secret’ stuff in his pedigrees. Price did not enter 
into the matter. They left it to us and we set the price at 
$1,500.00 Mr. Holden recently dispersed his whole herd 
on account of health and the following is an excerpt from 
a letter received from Mr. Tom Reid, Manager, Stud 
Stock Department of Dalgety’s in New Zealand, 


_... “Holden sold completely out of his Shorthorn herd, 
with a record sale for here. Birmingham Knight sold 
for top price of 760 guineas, while a 2 year old son of 
Birmingham Calrossie Randolph made 500  gns. This 
young bull was bought by Holden last year from Kilgour 
for 300 gns. ‘Top price female was 550 gns. for a yearling 
daughter of “Knight.”
